Miss 
Brace described her experiences in mar- 
ket gardening in Australia, where it is 
so little practised that cauliflowers and 
cabbages are sold in the cities at a 
shilling each. She said that she be- 
lieved there was an opening for women 
in Australia on small holdings and 
market gardens, if they 
work in England and stuck to their joo.

Steam Engines Used Here.

BERLIN—In view of the numerous 


references that have been made in the 
press recently to the rapid expansion of 
the celebrated engineering works of 


Messrs. Krupp, the statistics just pub- 

lished.are of considerable interest. It ap- 

pears that on July 1, no fewer than 68.- 

726 officials, clerks and workmen were 
employed by the firm. As will be read- 

ily seen, these officials, together with 
their families, constitute the population 
of a large town. Of this total number, 
37,761 were employed in the steel foun- 

dry and the gun testing grounds alone. 

Coal and coke to the amount of 2,491,406 
tons was consumed during the year, 
while the number of steam engines em- 
ployed was 569, developing a horsepower 
of 89,430. In addition to its own plant 
for the production of electricity, the 
firm possesses its own gas-producing 
plant, which turned out a supply of 18,- 

487,300 cubic metres of gas. The railway | 
forms an important feature in all large 
manufacturing works, and in the case 
of Messrs. Krupp, there are 87° miles of 
railway, 52 locomotives and 2396 wagons 
in use.

ON FRANK TIME

CONSTANTINOPLE—Rather an inter- 


esting change has just taken place here. 
The Bosphorus steamboats, by means of 


which the greater part of the passenger 
traffic in Constantinople is carried on, 
now run according to Frank time. Up 
to the 2list inst. the boat lists were all 
made out in Turkish time which differs 
every day, sunset being always counted 
as 12 o'clock, and the time being com- 
puted as so many hours after sunset. 
It is easy to see that this caused some 
difficulty to those unaccustomed to 
Turkish time. To catch any particular 
boat it was necessary to work out a 
little sum to find the time of starting. 
Of course to the poorer classes among 
the Turks this change will not be very 
welcome as they do not understand 
Frank time, do not care for Frank cus- 
toms, and cling to their old ways. This 
is a very smal! change, but it really is 
rather important showing the tendency 
to bring affairs in the business world of 
Turkey up to the level of the rest of

John+Alden* Thayer was born in Wor- 
cester’ in 1857 and graduated from Har- 


vard College in the class of '79, standing|

ninth in a clase of 200. 

He then taught school in the Oread 
Institute, Worcester, which was founded 
by his father, Eli Thayer, who was a 
member of Congress from 1857-1861. 

He also taught in Dobbs Ferry, a 
and later attended Columbia University 
law school, being admitted to the lar 
in 1890. He was appointed clerk of the 
central district court in Worcester in 
1892 and held the office up to 1897. 

He received the Democratic nomina- 
tion for attorney general in 1906. 

Judge Robert.O. Harria was bor 
Boston Nov. 8,° 1854, and was educated 
in the Boston Latin, Exeter and Harvard, 
which he entered in June, 1873. 

He studied law in his -father’s office 
and Boston* University law school and 
was admitted to the bar in Plymouth 
county in March, 1879. 

Judge Harris opened an office for him- 
self in Plymouth county in 1887 and in 
1889 he was sent to the Legislature. In 
February, 1893, he commenced a career 
of nine years as district attorney of 
Plymouth and Norfolk counties. He was 
appointed to the bench June 4, 1902. 

William I. Murray was born in East 
Boston in 1881 and attended the public 
schools in Charlestown and the Boston 
Latin school. 

He served in the signal corps, United 
States volunteers, in the Spanish war at 
the age of 16, and on his return entered 
Harvard University, graduated, took the 
course at the law school and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

He served in the Boston common coun- 
cil in 1904-5, was a- member of the Legis- 
lature in 1907 and was elected a member 
of the Governor's council in 1909. 

James M. Curley was born in Boston in 
1874, graduated from the Dearborn 
school. He spent two years at high 
school. 

In 1900 he was elected to the common 
council. The following year he was re- 
elected to the council. 

In 190}-2 he served in ‘the State Legis- 
lature as a member of the lower branch. 

In 1904 he was elected a member of the 
board of aldermen and was reelected 
each vear since, last year being elected 
to the new city council. 

He is president of the Tammany Club 
of ward 17.

MANY NEW MEN 
WILL BE SEEN IN 
THE U. S. SENATE 


NEW YORK—There will be several 
changes in the United States Senate as a 
result of the election. New York will 
send a Democrat to succeed Chauncey M. 
Depew; New Jersey will send a Democrat | 
to succeed John F. Kean; Vhio will name 
a Democrat to succeed Senator Dick. In- 
diana is in doubt. Maine, which held its 
election some time ago, will replace Eu- 
gene Hale with a Democrat. 

In Michigan Congressman Townsend, a 
progressive, having defeated Julius Cae- 
sar Burrows in the primaries and the 
Legislature being Republican, will go to 
the Senate. Nelson W. Aldrich has re- 
tired, but his successor from Rhode Is! 
and will be a Republican and probably a 
man whom he will select. 

There is a bare possibility that Senato, 
Henry Cabot Lodge may not succeel 
himself in Massachusetts. There 
disposition to blame him for the defeat 
of the Republican ticket in the Bay state 
and there was a rumor current that the 
anti-Lodge Republicans and the Demo- 
crats may combine to beat him. 

Senator Elmer J. Burkett will be suc- 
ceeded by Congressman Gilbert M. Hitch- 
cock, who has carried the primaries in 
Nebraska. Hitchcock, a Democrat, made 
his campaign on the tariff issues 

Senator Thomas H. Carter will be re- 
turned in Montana, Senator Moses E. 
Clapp in Monnesota, Henry Dupont in 
Delaware, Robert M. LaFollette in Wis- 
consin, Porter J. McCumber in North Da- 
kota, George S. Nixon in Nevada. Na- 
than B. Scott in West Virginia will be 
succeeded by a Democrat, the Legisla- 
ture standing 22 Democratic on a joint 
ballot. 

Senator William Warner “of Missouri 
will be succeeded by a Democrat.

Louis A. Frothingham, the 
Republican candidate for reelection, was 
returned by a plurality vote of 5134 over 
Thomas F, Cassidy, the latter running 
strongly in Boston and a few of the 
manufacturing cities of the state. 

The Democrats, though failing to cap- 
ture any of the other places on the state 
ticket, gained 43 representatives and 
eight senators in the Massachusetts 
Legislature. The Republicans still have 
a lead of 17 in the House and 10 in 
the Senate. 

The Democrats made a gain of one in 
their congressional representation on the 
face of the first count of the ballots. As 
the vote in one of the other districts, 
the fourteenth, is very close, there will 
undoubtedly be a recount which may re- 
sult in the Democrats getting one more 
congressman. 

The Democrats won the third congres- 
sional district, their candidate, John A. 
Thayer, defeating Congressman Charles 
G. Washburn, the Republican nominee, by 
726 votes. To balance this gain, Judge 
Robert O. Harris, the Republican candi- 
date in the fourteenth district, which is 
represented at the present time by Con- 
gressman Foss, won over Thomas C. 
Thacher by the small plurality of 156. 

Reports received in Boston at 10 
o'clock today declared William H. Wilder 
of Gardner, Republican, elected in the 
fourth congressional district over John J. 
Mitchell of Marlboro by a plurality of 
117. Mr. Mitchell, however, was chosen 
to fill out the term of the late Congress- 
man Tirrell. 

Great interest was expressed in the 
outcome of the count, as the first re- 
turns from the district were conflicting, 
some appearing to show Mr. Wilder 
elected and others favoring Mr. Mitchell. 

The next state Senate will stand 15 
Democrats, 25 Republicans, while the 
House will be 111 Democrats, 128 Re- 
publicans and one socialist.

TALKS TO WOMEN 
ABOUT FORESTRY 
OF THIS STATE 


F. W. Rane Discusses Sub- 
ject Before Members of the 
Women in Council at ‘Rox- 
bury Masonic Temple. 


“Practical Forestry” in Massachusetts 
was the subject of a lecture by Frank 
William Rane, state forester, before 
members of the Women in Council of 
Roxbury yesterday afternoon in Masonic 
temple, Roxbury. 

Mr. Rane emphasized the fact that 
Massachusetts in particular and New 
England in general is naturally a forest 
region. Originally, he said, the whole 
area was covered densely with forest 
growth, Wut the devastation of whole 
sections had been committed by man 
himself. 

The acreage of forest land as compared 
with agricultural land was then dis- 
cussed. As showing the wonderful pro- 
ductivity of land for forest purposes, 
Mr. Rane illustrated by means of lantern 


slides what it is possible to do with 


one acre-of land. 

The speaker then discussed in turn 
forest management, reforestation, the 
question of fires and other matters 
touching forestry. 

The method of lumbering especially, 
he said, should be made a state in- 
dustry, and would soon gain its right- 
ful place if properly handled. 

Mr. Rane then gave a series of pic- 
tures of forest lands in foreign countries, 
illustrating the ideal conditions abroad, 
together with pictures of what the ideal 
forest land in Massachusetts should be.

A HOPEFUL FEELING

With the elections over an important 
factor which to a large extent was re- 
sponsible for the uncertain feeling pre- 
vailing in business and speculative circles 
has been eliminated. It almost always 
has been the case that both business and 
the markets have shown improvement 
following even unfavorable developments 
which have long been pending. ‘The 
strong tone affd higher prices prevailing 
in the London market this morning indi- 
cated that there was a good deal of 
buying on American account. So that 
it was not surprising when the New 
York market, after- opening at about 
Monday’s closing prices, was inclined to 
pag oll. 

It was figured that some profit-taking 
Was in progress. Besides, many traders 
were inclined to believe that the larger 
financial interests were averse to a strong 
bull market at this time and were dis- 
posed to check any rampant speculation 
on the long side. Money is firm and it 
was thought that under the circum- 
tances a slower market would be better 
than a boom, although a more hopeful 
feeling seemed to prevail for the future 
of general business.

Staple territory dees are in excellent 
demand, and are moving with consider- 
able freedom at slightly enhanced values. 
Other territory wools also find takers 
Without difficulty, and transactions in- 
clude fairly large lots of Mantana, Ore- 
gon, Wyoming, Idaho and similar stocks. 

Considerable more raw material than 
usual has changed hands this year in the 
original bags. Recent purchases of this 
sort have been in the range of 20@24 
cents a pound for Montanas, with Wyo- 
mings about 19@20 cents and Idahos 
i819 centa. 

For Montana staple wools, around 25 
cents is quoted, as heretofore. On % 
territory 231%, cents is quoted. The basis 
is about 65 cents scoured for fine staple, 
60@62 cents for ¥-blood staple, 57@58 
cents for %-blood, and 52@53 cents for 
Y%-blood. Clothing wools fetch about 60 
cents scoured basis, for best offerings. 

Fleeces have figured among the free 
sellers for several weeks, and mediums 
continue to command considerable atten- 
tion. For Ohio %-blood the quotation is 
29@30 cents, and 33@34 cents is the 
range for fine washed delaine, with un- 
washed 26@27 cents. Ohio XX and above 
is 31@32 cents. 

Pulled and scoured wools are moving 
fairly well. The offerings of pulled stock 
are limited, and values are well main- 
tained. B supers fetch 45@48 cents, A 
supers 50@53 cents. 

On carpet stock there is still some re- 
quest for the grades tliat can be utilized 
for other than carpet purposes, but de- 
mand from manufacturers of carpets and 
rugs is not rushing. The market is very 
firm, with little prospect, it is said, of a 
change in this respect, although carpet 
and rug values are less strongly held. 

Foreign woois as a rule are attracting 
little attention now in this market, but 
consumers everywhere are noting the 
trend in the great wool-producing regions 
of Australia. All reports agree as to the 
great abundance of the output in that 
quarter of the world, also as to the 
probability that the quantity available 
will soften prices in the primary mar- 
kets there before the new spring Am- 
erican output comes forward.

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Governor Harmon in Ohio, the heavy Demo- 
cratic gains in practically all the states vot- 
ing, contribute towarc the importance of the 
congressional victory, since they indicate 
clearly the country is simply awaiting evidence of efficiency in order 
to increase the opportunities and responsibilities of the party so long 
in the minority. The result in Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York and Ohio—the general series of Democratic successes—will 
prove worse than valueless to the Democratic party within the next 
two years if it shall again fall short of popular expectation in dealing 
with the big questions of the hour. 

The vote of Tuesday should not be misunderstood in any quarter 
as a repudiation of those Republican policies that have given stability 
to the national institutions and prosperity to the people. It may be 
properly regarded at once as a protest against the arrogance of power 
and the tendency of those to whom power had become familiar to 
forget its source. The rebuke .administered to monopolistic_com- 
bination was no more direct and stunning than the rebuke adminis- 
tered to unbridled radicalism. The great masses of the American 
people are, in opinion, conservative. Of late there has seemed to‘be
